The Wheat Crop. 


Next to the political developments at 
Washington and the price of cotton, there is 
no intelligence more calculated to interest 
our business men than that which relates to 
the wheat prospect in Tennessee. Last year 
the yield was unusually large, and the prices 
obtained remuneratiye; but we much fear 
that the coming season will not show such a 
satisfactory result. 

The farmers in East Tennessee complain 
generally that the hard winter has nese 
the growing crop, but in some localities it 
presents a good appearance. 

The following accounts from Middle Ten- $2 
nessee, rcported by the Nashville Banner, 
may interest our readers: 

In Wilson county the crop was badly dam- 
aged during the recent cold weather, Re. 

ports from a great matiy farmers, in different 
portions of the county, show that fully one 

alf the crop is 1 ruined. Another 
trouble is, there is ao spring wheat on hand; 
if there were the farmers could replant and 
probably make a goodcrop yet. As it is, 
they will have to plow up their wheat fields 
and plant corn. 

The crop in Hardeman county has also suf. 
fered considerably from the seyerity of the 
winter. 

In Summer, Smith, Macon and Jackson, 
the wheat has not, we learn, been as serious- 
ly injured us in other sections. 

From Maury, Williamson, Marshall, Hick- 
man and Franklin counties, we hear that, al- 
though many tarmers have been 90 unfortun- Sr 

ate as to lose almost their entire crop, the — 
yield will be better than at first anticipated. 

There is ground for apprehension that much 
of the wheat in Montgomery county has been 
destroyed by the long continued freeze and 
se a! ing of the surface—the roots having 

wn out and perishing for want of 
— and a hold upon the soil.
